Congress In Baltimore, the Ciongreas 
\of Religions In Chicago or the late 
centennial celebration In New Torlc 
Icity. Aa the tamoua drama at 
joberammergau depicts in a wonder- 
Itul manner the passion and death 
of Christ, so the Bucharistlc Con- 
')Kreas portrays and emphasises one 
isrene in the tragedy, the Last 
Supper, or the institution of the 
KtichariKt. in which ChrUt promised 
to oontlnue his personal presence 
among nipn to the end of time. 

The festivities will begin on 
Tuesday, September 6, when Car- 
dinal Legate Vannutelll will be 
tornially received at the Cathedral. 
From then until the mammoth 
Htrect procession .on the following 
Sunday each day will have Its par- 
ticular functions. 

At the suggestion ot a devout 
woman in 1789, whose humility for- 
bade the use of her name, the idea 
of holding great international con- 
gresses in the principal cities ot the 
worM tor the purpose ot stadjrlag 
the doctrine of the Bocharist was 
taken up by priests, Biahops and 
Cardinals among the clergy, ^nd by 
Jurists, magistrates 'and public 
functionaries among the laymen all 
over the world. The result was 
that these great congresses have 
been held for thirty years In leading 
I'ities of Kurope, including Lille, 
Kribourg, Kheluis, Paris, .It'iiiBaloni, 
Hmasels, Lourdos, Rome, Loudon 

Although the opposition to this 
doctrine prevented the public i)ro- 
cession in its honor two years ago 
in Loudon, it is a remarkable fact 
ttiat wltliin two yea's of that date 
piilili' x'li I i iniMii so moderated in the 
niattiT tliai today the royal corona- 
tion oath, denouncing the doctrine, 
has been modified. It is also a 
stgnlficant fact that at the Buch- 
aristlc Congress held in Cologne last 
year the German Emperor, although 
a Protestant, sent a personal repre- 
eeAtative to represent him in the 
procession. The lack of hostility to 
the doctrine as it beconii's t)ctter un- 
derstood is also Btniuii 111 America 
by the fact that Protestant can- 
didate for Mayor of .Montreal with- 
d 'aws this year in order that a 
Catholic might hold office during 
the Cdngress; and that Lord 
Stratliniiirp, though a nou-t-'atholic, 
has tciuiored tlio usi of his iilacy to 
the Archbishop of Montreal lor the 
entertaiumept of the Papal Delegate 
and other visiting prelates. 

The programme of the confer- 
ences for the congress is a masterly 
arrangement ot Eucharlsjic topics, 
studied, varied, comprehensive, but 
each with reference to the one cen- 
tral theme, the Blessed Sacrament 
of the Bacharlst In all its Tarlous 
phases and effects as sacrament and 
sacrifice, the center ot Christian 
Catholic cult. 

In both Kngllsh and French sec- 
tions the Catholic "who's who" has 
boen ransacked to procure writers 
eminently and especially suited for 
each particular paper. In their 
choice the committee have gone the 
length and breadth of Canada and 
the United States.

NEW SPRINTING UECORD. 



The County Kerry is on ihe 
southwestern coast ot Ireland. Tha 
c uuty and its natives have been 
famed in song and story. Kerry in 
bounded on the west by the Atlantlo 
ocean, an. the north by the River 
Shannon, on tbe east by Cork and 
Limerick, and on the south by Ken- 
mare river. Its greatest length, 
from Tarbert on the Shannon to 
Bolus Head, is sixty-nine miles: lu 
greatest breadth, from Mweelln 
Mountain to Smerwlck Harbor, la 
fifty-three and a half miles. Its area 
is i.8.';8 square miles, and it has a 
|)opnlatl()n of 201,039. 

The northern part of the county 
lg moderately level; all Ihe rest, with 
some trifling exceptions, being 
mountainous. Tlie Kerry Mountains 
form part of the great group that 
rovers the west and southwest/ of 
l)oth Kerry and Cork; like those at 
Cork they generally run in chal: 
east and west. They include th 
grandest combination of mountain 
scenery, the most percipitoug steeps 
and the finest valleys in Ireland. 
One of the prominent mountain 
chains is called Macgilicuddy'a 
Reeks, of which Carrantuohill. 8.414 
feet high. Is the UlUst summit In 
Ireland. 

The Gap ot Dunloe. a magnificent 
ravine, cuts right across the chain 
from north to south, separating the 
Reeks from the Killarney 
Mountains, which are the continua- 
tion of the chain to the east. West 
i>r the Reeks the most conspicuous 
:.iouniains are Drung, 2,104 feet 
liiKh. and west of It Knocknadobber, 
2:i>>r, feet talf, both rising from 
tbe very shore- ol .Dlagle Bsjr» — The 
wholo of the Dingle peninsula iaja 
mass of mountains. The grand 
mountain Brandon, 3.12" feet high, 
stands directly over the sea. St. 
Brendan, from which Brandon takes 
its name, was a native of this dis- 
trict and lived in the sixth century. 
He is often called Brendan the 
-Navigator on account of his famous 
voyage. In which It is said he spent 
seven years sailing on the Atlantlo 
ocean, more than 800 years before 
Christopher Columbus inade the at- 
tempt. His little oratory under 
Brandon Mountain is still held in 
veneration. 

Tbe coast ot Kerry is pierced by 
deep bays, which cut the land and 
narrow peninsulas, and from these 
larger bays Innumerable small ones 
branch off, presenting an inflnlts 
variety ot the finest seacoast scenery 
the entire way from Tarbert to Ken- 
mare. Kerry is watered by many 
fine rivers, 'ncluding the Shannon, 
the Blackwater, the (.'ashen. tho 
Feale, the Brick, the Clydagh and 
the Owineg. Then there is the lit- 
tle river Lee that flows past the 
town of Tralee and gives the town 
Its name. 

The glory of Kerry is Its combina- 
tion of lake and mountain scenery. 
The Lakes of Killarney are three in 
aumber and are noted the world 
over. The Kerry ueople are noted 
fisher-folk aiul cattle raisers. The 
Kerry cows are especiaiiy noted for 
their yield ot milk and butter. In 
i-ecent years American cattle raisers 
have imported herds of the Kerry 
sows, and many ot them have found 
homes on the bluegrass fields of old 
Kentucky. . 

T-alee is the assise town of 
Kerry and has about 10,000 Inhab' 
Itants. Other well known towns in 
the county are Listowel, Killarney, 
Dtofle, Ballyferretur and Cahir- 
civeen, the birthplace ot Danief 
O'Connell. 

Antiquarians and scientists tell 
us that rema ns of antiquity, both 
pagan and Christian, are more 
numerous and in many respects more 
Interesting in Kerry than In any 
other county of Ireland. There arc 
chapels or oratories In Kerry coeval 
with the Introduction of Christianity 
Into Ireland. In addition Kerry has 
Its round towers or pillar-stones 
with inscriptions in Roman letters. 

Four venerable citizens of Lo j..^ 
ville who are natives of the Coimiv 
Kerry are Jeremiah Kavanagh, Tim - 
othy O'Sullivan, John Morlarty and 
John O'Connor. All of them have 
■pent years in St. Louis Bertrand's 
parish. Among the younger res- 
idents ot Louisville who hall from 
Kerry are two Dennis J. McCarthys, 
one a stonecutter and sculptor an ' 
the other a machinist: Morla 
brothers, the grocers, Michael an 
John; Sergeant Dan Morlarty aui 
iOtfioer John Coomey.
